* Berlin, March 25.—Bloody 
street 
fighting between communists and an­ 
ti-Bolshevists in Budapest was re­ 
ported by travelers from th at city. 
The .streets were being swept by 
machine gun fire and the number of 
casualties was said to be high. The 
communist guards were being direct­ 
ed by Hungarian soldiers 
returning 
from Russia. 
Travelers have been forbidden to 
leave Budapest, but several 
slipped 
past the guard before the 
blockade 
was strictly enforced. 
The nervous tension in the H ungar­ 
ian capital has been increased by the 
clashes between the rival factions, it 
is said. 
The communists position apparently 
has not been seriously threatened by 
the opposition. 
A number of wealthy 
aristocrats aresaid to have 
pledged 
their support of the commuists. 
The British and 
French 
missions 
werereported to be held prisoners, but 
to be safe. The new coalition cabinet 
is extending its organization through­ 
out the provinces and towns. 
Thosueeess of the H ungarian Soviet 
revolution made the Spartacans here 
restless- 
The Independent Socialists 
still oppose another armed uprising in 
Germany, however, and the disagree­ 
ment threatens to disrupt the Central 
Soviet. 
The press and public are condemn­ 
ing Gen. Ludendorff’s m ilitaristic ut- 
teranees, fearing a reaction.

ernm ents affected. 
As framed, the amendment will ba 
an appendix to the article pledging 
members of the league to respect and 
prevent external aggression against 
territorial integrity and existing po­ 
litical independence of members.

PROSPERITY OF 
COUNTRY DEPENDS 
ON NEW PRICE LEVEL 


With spring which always stimulates 
prices of material, and a statem ent 
building, interest is being manifested 
this year by the proposed builder in 
prices of material, and a monograph 
by Irving Fisher, Professor of Politi­ 
cal Economy of Yale University, sent 
out recently by the U. S, Departm ent 
of Labor, is interesting in this con­ 
nection. 
Prices are the most vital concern in 
the business man’s life at this junc­ 
ture, and the poignant question is, 
are prices going up or down? 
Upon 
the answer to th at question depend 
the commitments which buyers, m er­ 
chants and producers will make. 
If 
there is to come a long period of sink­ 
ing prices, men will not and dare hot 
buy except from hand 
to 
mouth. 
Therefore men cannot produce. That 
means unemployment for labor, dis­ 
ruption of working organizations, loss 
to capital, deficiency in public rev­ 
enues, general business 
stagnation. 
If. en the other hand, 
prices as a 
whole are not going to drop, business 
can 
confidently 
go 
ahead. 
The 
stage is set for prosperity, full pro­ 
duction, universal employment, good 
times. 
W hether this win come de­ 
pends on the answer to the question 
as to the course of the price level. 
Professor Fisher says in part: “At 
the present time there is a marked 
halt in production. 
Industry is slow­ 
ing down. 
Unemployment of labor 
increases. 
Some industrial concerns 
are failing to earn profits, and others 
are suffering the dissipation of their 
accrued profits, because, 
even 
by 
shutting their plants down, they can­ 
not save certain of their expenses or 
any of their fixed charges. Tile gov­ 
ernm ent’s revenues, dependent as they 
are upon the national income, may fall 
short at the very time we need them 
most. 
In brief we are threatened with 
a widespread business depression and 
from peculiar causes, for the unsound 
conditions usually preceding a wide­ 
spread business depression are absent. 
“The main reason why business is. 
not going ahead better is th at m ost' 
people expect prices to drop,” the Pro­ 
fessor adds. 
This is a question that 
has been much discussed since 
the 
world war caused a 
fluctuation 
in 
prices in every business. 
He adds: 
“The m erchant is selling but 
not 
buying. 
The m anufacturer h o l d s 
u p 
the purchase of his raw materials. 
People quote the disparity between 
present prices and those prevailing 
‘before the war,’ and decide they Win 
not buy much until present prices get 
down to ‘normal.’ 
This general con­ 
viction that prices are sure to drop 
is putting a bmKo upon the 
entire 
machinery of production and distribu­ 
tion. 
Readjustm ent w aits because 
we keep on waiting for it. 
We have 
waited in vain for over three months. 
It is interesting to observe th at many 
m anufacturers think that prices mus* 
come down, including tho 
price 
of 
labor; but they are ready to demon­ 
strate to* you that their cw’ii prices 
can not come down nor can they pay- 
lower wages. Almost everything they 
buy somehow costs twice as much as 
before the w ar, and their labor is 
twice as dear. They cannot pay their 
labor less if labor is to meet the in­ 
creased cost of living. 
Now, as a 
m atter of fact, when we investigate 
almost any individual one of the so­ 
called high prices for industrial pro- 
lucts we are likely to find that in­ 
dividually it is not high; th at is. it is 
not high relatively to the rest. 
Our 
quarrel is with the general level of 
prices.” 
In this paragraph Professor Fisher

STEVE PHILLIPS 
TELLS ABOUT HIS 
FAMOUS SLEEPY TOM 


Stephen C. Phillips of Washington 
C. H.. for more than generation a fa ­ 
miliar figure in the racing world, and 
who owned Sleepy Tom, 
when 
that 
horse broke the world’s pacing record 
at Chicago back in July. 1879, with a 
record of 2:12 1-4, was a visitor in 
Columbus one day this 
week. 
He 
told some interesting stories about 
that famous horse and how he came to 
obtain possession of it while calling on 
Governor Cox who he has long known. 
Most every year, Phillips, who is 
well known to local horsemen, bobs 
up at the Clark county fair ground 
track about fair time and has some 
thing good to race. 
Phillips is an 
uncle cf Steve Phillips who has started 
horses at the local track and 
will 
start them again this year. He form- 
erly lived in Xenia and was sheriff 
of Fayette county for some years. 
In part the story is as follows: 
“I really do not know whether it 
would do to tell just how I came to 
own Sleepy Tom,” said the veteran 
horseman, who despite his age (he ad­ 
mits he was on earth as far back as 
184C and must be at 1^-ast 73) still 
drives on the race track occasionally 
“One day in 1876 two young 
men 
who owned Sleepy Tom came to Way­ 
nesville, W arren county, where I was 
living at the time, with 
the 
horse, 
which then no one seemed to suspect 
contained world-beating qualities. 
“I knew all about the ancestry of 
the horse and felt sure that he could 
be developed into a speedy racer if 
driven by some one who knew his pe­ 
culiarities. I made up my mind to be­ 
come the owner of Sleepy Tom. 
“At night when the young men were 
getting ready to drive home, after 
having had a day of it. I offered to 
t i ade them a colt and a small sum of 
money for their horse. 
“They said they would take the colt 
and $25, and I told them that there 
was nothing doing. 
Well, we haggled 
about the deal for an hour or more 
when we finally carne to an under­ 
standing. 
“They agreed to take my colt which | 
wa/ only worth a few' dollars, $7JO 
ti cash, an old English watch worth ! 
about $1 ->0, anti a quart of the kind I 
stuff that it’s going to be hard Ic 
in Ohio within a short time. 
I soon found that Sleepy Tom had I 
kinds of speed; but that the ©fib 
way to get it out was to keep forcing | 
him every foot of the 
way. 
Y ou} 
I couldn’t lay back a second but what 
Sleepy Tom would slow up. 
“I hid to use 
the 
horse 
pretty 
roughly in the beginning to give him 
to understand th at I would not stand 
any foolishness, and once we under­ 
stood each other the pacer would go 
like the wind. 
“Sleepy Tom was blind when he won 
the world’s record. 
He was 15 hands I 
high and was the most beautiful piece 
of horseflesh I ever saw. There wa=n’t 
a thing about the horse 
that 
you 
would change if you could, so finely 
formed was he. 
“ I sold him for SC,OOO and cried like 
a baby after I did so. I do not know 
why I did so. It seemed that I never 
had any luck after letting Tom go.*
